A NEGRO BRUTE. 


SHOCKING DEVELOPMENTS IN THE ARREST 
OF WILLIAM SMITH. 


The Colored Hostler of the De Donatos Ac- 
cused of Assaulting Four Little Girls—Re- 
volting Practices Carried on in His Stable 
on Glasgow Avenue—The Story as Told by 
the Victims—The Villain’s Desperate Re- 

sistance—Smith’s Statement. 


Wm. Smith, acolored coachmanin the em- 
ploy of F, De Donato at 2507 Glasgow avenue, 
was arrested last evening at5 o’clock atthe 
nstance of Mrs. De Donato who charged him 
with acriminal assault upon a little girl un- 
knowntoher. The crime was committed in 
the stanle, in the second story of which the 
negro had his sleeping apartment. Smith was 
immediately lodged in the Fourth District 
Station. Herefusedto give the name of his 
victim or any information that would lead toa 
knowledge of her. The little girl at the time 
of the discovery had made her escape 
through the rear ofthe stable in com- 
pany with another child. ‘ 

The matter was placed in the hands of OfM- 
cers Cummings and Sullivan, with instruc- 


tions to learn, if pos- 
sible, the name of the 
girl. Too much cred- 
it cannot be given to 
these patrolmen for 
the prompt manner in 
whichthey did their 
work. Before mid- 
night both the chil- 
dren above men- 
tioned and two others 
were found, who ac- 
cused the negro of 
assaulting them or at- 
tempting to do so. 
The girls are Lizzie 
and Katie} Fikowski, 
aged respectively 13 
‘ and 10 years, livingin 

The Prisoner. the rear of 1024 High 
street; Annie Grimes, aged 11 years, living at 
1115 High street, and Mary Moore, aged 12 
years, and living in the rear of 1027 North 
Twelitth street, 

THE CHILDREN’S STORY. 

Little Lizzie Fikowski, the most intelligent 
of the four girls, is a blue eyed, light haired 
and sweet voiced little girljthat none would 
snppose to be over 10 years of age. In her 
recital of the facts there was a simplicity and 
a manifestly innocent truthfulness calculated 
to excite the deepest sympathy in a listener. 
Her mother, a Polish woman, whose meager 
command of English made her efforts 
at explanation somewhat pathetic, inter- 
rupted frequently as the little girl did 
the talking. The father of the children isa 
sadcler by trade and does not always find his 
salary sufficient for the support of his family 
and the income is increased by a little revenue 
the mother derives at washing. 
Her circumstances have ‘forced her at 
timnes to take laundry work from colored peo- 
ple, 80 she says, and in that manner the ac- 
quaintance of the negro was made some three 
years ago. He seemed to take a fancy to the 
little girls and sometimes took tliem fora 
drive in the carriage of his employer. 

ABOUT TWO MONTHS AGO 
at the invitation of the Fikowski children 
Mary Moore and Annie Grimes accompanied 


to romp in the carriage-house and through the 
Joft. One day Mary Moore told the other giris 
that Smith had taken liberties 
with her. They talked the mat- 
ter over among themselves, but decided 

on no resentment, as William had been 

ry kind to them, and sometimes bought 
them candy and ice cream. About a week ago 
Lizzie says that while in Smith’s sleeping- 
room he threw heronthe bedand assaulted 
her. 

‘‘The pain was so much,’’ to use the little 
one’s own language, ‘‘that I screamed, and he 
held his hand over my mouth. Thenl cried, 
and thenl1 don’t remember what happened, 
only Mary and he were rubbing my hands and 
putting water on my head.’’ 

‘Did you faint?’’ the child was asked. 

‘*I don’t know, sir. I didn’t know what hap- 
pened. He brought us homeinthe buggy. I 
didn’t tell anybody ’cause I thought papa 
would whip me, but I was sick fortwo or three 
days.’’ 
LITTLE KATE, 

the 10-year-old child, then told her story. The 
negro had thrown berupon the bed on one 
occasion during the week past and had torn 
her underciothing, but he had not harmed 
her because the other’ girls were there. 
Annie Grimes is the daughter of a poor widow. 
The negro had taken liberties with 
her but had never violently  assauited 
her. She had been present 
on thefoccasions onj which he is said to have 
abused Mary Moore, but hejhad always sent her 
out to buy candy or ice creain, and her know!l- 
edve of the wrong was only what Mary had 
told ber. 
Mary Moore, the child of 12, is the largest of 
the four girls being as fully developed as 
most girls of her age, while her companions 
have been retarded in their growth by the 
stinting hand of want. Mary. how- 
ever, is of delicate nature. Her face 
is thin and peakish -and the eyes lack the 
bright lustre of full heaith. About them to- 
day are great red circles that belong only on 
the faces of matured suffering. In the 
negro’s association with this child he has 
been more successful than with her com- 
panions, and has at least on three oc- 
casions held relations «with her that 
her youth alone prevents, perhaps, from 
subsequent and more deplorable results. The 
familiarity was a thing of recent time but yet 
gradual growth, and had been produced by 
little gifts and other inducements heid out by 
the negro. She isthe child whom Mrs. De 
Donato discovered inthe biack’s embraces 
yesterday while little Annie Grimes was 
standing by in the stable. 
MRS. DE DONATO, 
through whose determined interference the 
shocking misdeeds were brought to an end, is 
the wife of the hair dealer at Sixth and Olive 
streets. She is a large, fine-looking woman 
possessed of considerabie physical strength 
and a great deal of nerve, as the account 
she gave to a POST-DISPATCH reporter to-day 
shows. It is on DeDonato’s prem- 
ises that the barn is situated, 
and the way itcame to give up its horribie 
record is best told in the lady’s own words. 
‘‘I was sitting at home yesterday a/fter- 
noon at 4 o’clock sewing when a 
neighboring lady came in and said: 
‘Oh, Mrs. De Donato, I have something to tell 
you,’ and in an excited manner beckoned me 
to follow. Observing from her 
excited manner that something un- 
usual was a-foot I hurried after. 
She told me to look into the barn and see if I 
observed anything. The lower doors were 
closed and I said | could see nothing. Then 
my companion told m6 again to 
look carefully as there was somethin 
going on inside, I picked up a rock wit 
which ladvanced tothe door. The lady with 
me asked: ‘Where’s Willie,’ meaning our 
colored 4g © : 
‘* *Why, he’sat thestore, isn’t he?’ I re- 
plied inastonishment. 
‘* ‘No, he isn’t; he’s in there.’ 
‘* «The door was secured by a heavy staple 
and bolt; but God must have given mo 
strength, for as heard the last 
words I grasped the door and pulled 
with all m might. It jelded 
enough to let me‘enter. WhenlI stood inside 
A MOST SHOCKING SIGHT 
appeared. Inthe barouche sat the boy or 
man Willie, with his clothes all open, while 
near him was the oldest girl 
in a state of semi-nudity. Standing near was 
the smaller girl, who, on seeing me, started to 
dodge under meand escape from the door, 
crying, This is the firsttime I was ever here. 
Oh letme go.’ Iwas 60 angry thet I felt 
like killing them and seeing that I couldn't 
stop the child I threw the rock at her and 
then advanced upon the larger girl.

**Well, I should say it was, andif I had only 
been able to use the rock on that boy it 
would have been his last doings. 
You see it was impossible for the people in our 
house to see anything in the barn, as the 
house stands up on the street at quite an 
elevation and the barn away +> the 
rear. But I'll teil you what is a 
fact, that there are some people in that 
neighborhood who ought to be horsewhipped. 
They have known of these actious for several 
months and have said nothing about it, and it 
only leaked out yesterday, when my friend 
was told in@identaily and reported 

‘ hy, you wouldn't be- 
lieve it possible, but people had 
often seen the littie girls in the barn naked 
and had said nothing about it. We bad never 
suspected the fellow Smith at all. 
I have inquired around to-day and find he was 
always considered a little gentiemanand was, 
in fact, quite noted for his polite ways.’’ 
AT THE FOUR COURTS. 
This morning the four little girls called at 


the Four Courts accompanied by their 
rief-stricken parents and Officer 
syrne. The little girls were all 


very neatly dressed and scarcely looked to be 
as old as they really are. It was easy to be 
seen that their action has been a terribie blow 
to their parents, the sad expression of whose 
faces would enlist the syinpathy of 
the most hard-hearted. Going before Assist- 
ant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes,the children 
told their sickening story, and two 


warrants for criminal assault were 
issued against him, Mary Moore 
being the victim mentioned in one and 


Lizzie Fikowski, the girl mentioned in the 
other. Both these girls are 13 years of age, 
and are the only children the black brute real- 
ly harmed, Katie Fikowski and Annie Grimes, 
who are several years younger than the other 


girls, being merely lookers-on at 
the occurrences. Inthe warrants the date of 
the assaults is given as on or about August }.. 
if the girls were under 12 years of age it would 
not be necessary to prove thatSmith used force 
in accomplishing his purpose, as the law pre- 
sumes that a child under that age is too young 
to know the meaning of an act of 


this kind. If it cannot be shown 
that force was used on the occa- 
sion mentioned it is difficult to 


understand how aconviction can be obtained. 
Should the negro be convicted, however, 
things are apt to go very hard with him as the 
Missouri punishment for the offense is five 
ham ae in the Penitentiary and the maximum 
langing, the matter being left entirely to the 
discretion of the jury. While the law fixes 12 
years as the age at which a child should realize 
the full meaning of an act of this kind, there 
can be no doubt that these girls had very little 
idea of what they were actually duing when 
they gave way to Smith’s advances. 
SMITH’S STATEMENT. 

A reporter visited the negro at the Fourth 
District Station and through the courtesy of 
the officers in charge was permitted an inter- 
view with Smith. The prisoner is 
asaddle-colored darky, 28 years old, about 
five feet six inches tall and weighing, perhaps, 
120 pounds. He is slight offrame, has a thin 
face, with high cheek bones, and alto- 

ether an intelligent expression. The 
ines about the eyés and mouth indicate the 
debauchee. Heisarrogant and defiant and 
has unusual faculties asa liar. He admitted 
having had criminal association with one of 
the girls, andinthe next breath denied the 
fact and insisted that the reporter and officers 
were misrepresenting him.

IN BYRNES’ CLUTCHES. 


SQUIRE AND FLYNN INDICTED BY THE 
NEW YORK GRAND-JURY. 


Sensational Termination of the Examination 
in Mayor Grace’s Offices—The Commis- 
sioner Arrested— Flynn Surrenders— 
Squire’s Testimony Regarding the Letter 
to Flynn. 


New Yor«K, August 10.—The Grand-jury has 
returned indictments against Commissioner 
of Public Works Rollin M. Squire, and Maurice 
B. Fiynn. 

SQUIRE ARRESTED. 

Commissioner Squire has been arrested by 
Inspector Byrnes to answer the indictment 
found by the Grand-jury against him, 

SQUIRE'S STATEMENT. 

The hearing before Mayor‘ Grace of the 
charges against Commissioner Squire was con- 
tinued to-day. The Mayor’s office was 
crowded with anxious spectators. The an- 
nouncement was made early that Maurice B. 
Flynn would appear and testify. Flynn 
was present, accompanied by Col. Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll and R. 6. Newcombe., 
Mr. Squire wasthe first witness called and 
sworn. He testified that he was appointed 
Commissioner of Public Works on December 
$1, 1884. He had known Hubert Oo. Thompson 
since 1883, and was afterwards introduced to 
Mr. Flynn. He formed an intimate acquaint- 
ance with Thompson, and at his request went 


to the Chicago convention. 
‘*He wanted,’’ continued the witness, **to 


use my services in securing the vote of the 


Massachusetts delegation.’’ He acted as a 

o-between between Gen. Butler, Collector 
Rennes and others, and carried whatever mes- 
sages were desired. On returning to New 
York be was more or less engaged in trying to 
bring Butler and Thompson together, as 
Thompson wanted Butler to support his nom- 
inees. 

Lawyer Strahan—‘‘Who was his nominee?’’ 

The Witness—‘‘Cleveland. The first time 
the proposition was made that witness should 
be appointed Commissioner of Public Works, 
was on December 24, 188, in Thompson's 
office. Thompson said: ‘I think you can be 
of service to me.’ I said: ‘How?’ Thompson 
said:*‘You are aware that politics are very 
muddled at present. Edson bas nominated a 
man as Commissioner of Public Works whom 
we don’t want, and we have stopped it. Ed- 
s0n won’t appoint me. Mayor Grace has been 
with me and has desired me to get behind him 
and his nomination, pledging me at the same 
time thatif elected he would nominate me as 
Commissioner of Public Works. Grace bas 
gone back on me and I won’t have it.’ Isaid: 
‘Let me know what you want and I will assist 
you.’ Thompson then advised me to go and 
see Mayor Edson andtell him thatwe had 
been school boys together. I called on Mayor 
Edson at his house on December 24, 1834, 
and said tohim: ‘Mr. Mayor, my excuse 
for calling, must be found in the _ fact 
that I have a message trom Thompson.’ 
Itold him what Thompson had said and re- 
ferred to our old school teacher, B. E. Perry 
of Boston. The Mayor had not yet understood 
who Thompson had wanted made Commis- 
sioner aud he said: ‘Who is the man?’ ‘I 
was the man,’ was the reply. The 
nextday was Christmus and I nined with the 
Mayor (Edson) and he was anxious to know if 
I would talk with his brother-in-law. I- told 
him that J] did not want to talk with Col. 
Wood or anyone else. After that, on the 
same day, I met Flynn and Thompson at the 
Worth House, and after a conversation, 
Thompson and I went over to the Hotel 
Brunswick and entered the reading-room. 
There we talked about consulting with Chas,P. 
Miller as the most pliant man in New York, in 
case we shouid require legal advice, and asa 
man who bad his finger in every pie. Then 
Thompson said: ‘It seems to ine that from the 
time of your conversation with Edson that 
you may secure his consent to your nomina- 
tion. But the consummation of the actof 
confirmation is what we are after. Now we 
Want a little writing from you.’ ’’ 

THE FATAL LETTER. 

‘***T don’t approve of littie writings, Mr. 
Commissioner,’ was my reply. He said, 
‘Do you do as I want ‘you to do 
and it willbe allright. Now write:’ Decem- 
ber 25th, 1848.—No, thisa holiday, make 
it the 27th or 26th.’ ‘You don’t 
want a prommissory note?’ I said. 
‘No, write Maurice B. Flynn, Esq. You had 
better address it to Fiynn, as I am Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, Yovneedn’t beafraid 
to write that which I dictate, for it shan’t beof 
an incriminating nature.’’ I said: ‘‘Mr. 
Thompson, this is adangerous business and you 
are playing with fire,’’ and after some further 
discussion, I wrote the letter of December 26, 
1884, the famous letter of resignation. After- 
wards Thompson said: ‘Now that’s all right. 
Leave the resttome.’ Isaid: ‘You can take 
it and keep ittor reflectionina calmer moment 
but don’t giveittoany one. Wethen separated 
and I began asearch for Judge Gildersleeve, 
whom I wished to consult. I did not find the 
Judge untiladay or after, however, and he 
advised me at once to have the letter de- 
stroyed. Ithen called on Thompson at his 
office and said: ‘‘l want that letter.’’ 
Thompson declined to give it to me; and Ithen 
called on Flynn and told him] wanted the let- 
ter. He said: ‘What letter?’ Itold him and 
he said: ‘You’re a foolish fellow to write such 
a letter. Sit down and I will get it atonze.’ He 
went off and when he came back said that he 
could not getit, asit was up-town in Thomp- 
s0n’s rooms. Ilinsistedupon having it, and 
Flynn told me to call upon him on Monday, 
andidid. Flynn handed me my letter, which 
I showed to Mr. Brown, who was present, and 
then 1 lit a match and burnt the letter 
up, as I supposed. Later I saw the 
Mayor and he said I have been waiting all day 
for you. I answered: ‘Mr. Mayor. I have 
been detained by circumstances over which I 
had no control.’ I was afterwards nom- 
inated and confirmed by the 
votes of all those who chose to vote 
for me. Mayor Edson afterwards asked 
me if I had made any promises or pledges,and 
I told him I had made one rather extensive 
one, but the letter which comprised it had 
been burned. Judge Gildersleeve, Fiynn and 
myself met once at the Manhattan 
Olub, and Fiynn said then that 
the letter had been destroyed. Some time 
afterwards Thompson called upon me, when I 
become Commissioner of Public Works, and 
asked me ir I would ee in his favor. I 
said: ‘If Grace will appoint you, I will get 
out.’ The next day Thompson called and 
said that the Muyor had agreed to ap- 
point him, and I wrote my resignation 
and handeditto R. 8. Newcombe, with in- 
structions that it was to be used only in the 
event of Thompson’s nomination. I first 
heard that the letter of December 26, 1884, 
was in existence through Lawyer Newcombe 
who told me in June, 15385, that Thompson ha 
told him that hehad it. I told Flynn 
of this, and he said: ‘If that’s so, I’m afraid 
he will make trouble for you.’. Flynn claimed 
that Thompson had deceived us both. I said: 
‘Such conduct is both cruel and shame- 
ful,” and went to see Thompson. ‘Oh, 
well,’ he said, ‘it’s oe f politics after 
ali. Politics be damned, Itold him; from 
this day henceforth you go your way and I’|l 
f° mine,and I have.’’ The witness denied hav- 

ng said that the letter of resignation was made 
out at Flynn’s request. 
FLYNN ARRESTED. 

‘*On the contrary,’’ said the witness, ‘‘Ivins 
said: ‘Squire, youand I are both men of the 
world; you know agoodthing when you see 
it Have you any price for your office?’ 
‘Where I came from,’ the witness answered,

A HOPELESS FIGHT. 


Close of the Defense in the Chicago Anarch- 
ists’ Trial. 


CurcaGo, August 10.—The court room where 
the eight anarchists are on trial was close 
and hot this afternoon. Judge Gary remarked 
when court opened that it was impossible to 
hear the testimony of witnesses or the remarks 
of the counsel when the windows were open, 
owing to the noises from the street. There 
was some delay in beginning the proceedings, 
the counsel for the defense consulting togeth- 
er, and evidently uncertain as to their course 
of procedure. 

The defense called W. A. 8. Graham, are- 
porter forthe Times. The witness interviewed 
Gilmer near the office of the Chief of Police, 
in the City Hall on May5. The defense de- 
sired toimpeach certain testimony giyen by 
Gilmer but could not tind the basis for itin 
anything that Gilmer had testified to. The de- 
fense then decided to recall Gilmer for cross- 
examination. 

Gilmer took the stand, and after identifying 
Graham, said he told him that he thought he 
could identify the man who threw the bomb if 
he should see him again. Gilmer was asked 
whether he didnot say to Graham that the 
man who threwthe bomb also litthe fuse. 


to question him as to his former personal ca- 
reer, intimating that he had once been arrested 
for arson, and that he was guilty of bigamy.

GILMER’S REPUTATION.

The 
Justice testified that Ofticer Wessier did not 
identify Steineras the mun who did the shoot- 
ing, in the rear of the wagon, at the Haymar- 
ket in the trial before him, and whom the 
police atterward identified as being Fielden.

Judge Chester C. Cote, for eleven years a 
member of the Supreme Court bench of Iowa, 
testified that he had known Gilmer personally 
foralong number of years and his reputation 
was good. He said Gilmer had been at his 
house anumber oftimes. The cross-examin- 
ation only tended to confirm the statement 
that Gilmer had borne a good reputation. 
Edward R. Mason, Clerk of the United States 
District Court at DesMoines, Io., said Gilmer 
had always borne a good reputation. 
Ex-United States District Attorney Tuthill of 
this city and a nutnber of others also testified 
that the reputation of H. L. Gilmer for truth 
and veracity was good. The court then ad- 
journed till 2 p. m. 

SPIES’ ALLEGED PERJURY. 
The Daily News to-day charges August Spies, 
the anarchist, with having committed willful 
perjury during his testimony yesterday. In 
its leading editorial the News says: If the 
remainderof Mr. August Vincent Theodore 
Spies* testimony is as faise as that relating to 
tiie ave of the bomb he gave to a reporter of 
the News last January, the whole is as auda- 
cious a picce of perjury as was ever uttered in 
a court of justice. The bomb, acut of which 
was printed in the News of January 
14, was brought direct from the hands of Mr. 
Spies tothis office. The writer handled it, 
examined itandinquired as to the circum- 
Siunces under whici it was obtained, and or- 
dered the artistto makethe cut of it which 
subsequently appeared in the paper. Any 
testimony that such bomb had lain in the Ar- 
beiter Zeitung office three years, as sworn to 
by Mr. Spies, is absolutely and unmistakably 
perjury. It bore upon its leaden sides the 
proot of that; it was fresh from the hand that 
made it. It wascomposed of the same mix- 
ture of lead and tin found in the bomb ex- 
ploded at the Haymarket massacre.Such bombs 
come from the moldin which they are cast 
with a rough duli-colored exterior. Tn the case 
ofthe one givento a News reporter by Mr. 
Spies this rough rind had been rasped or filed 
awayuntil the wholeshone with the bright- 
ness of newly cut metal. Its sides bore the 
traces of where the teeth of the file had bitten 
into the metal. For any man to pretend a 
bomb bearing such paipable evidence of re- 
cent manufacture had been knocking outin 
an anarchist newspaper ofiice for three 
rears is to insult intelligence. When he goes 
urther and swears to such a pretense he 
commits willful perjury.

POLITICS. 


A REVIEW OF THE SUPREME JUDGESHIP 
CONTEST. 


Judge Martin Gaining Strength in the Coun- 
try—The Eighteenth and Twenty-Fourth 
Wards Solid for Him—The Henry-Brace 
Combination—The Republican City Com- 
mittees Anticipating Something Unpleas- 
ant—Political Gossip. 


Reports from the county conventions during 
the past few days have been very favorable to 
Juqge Alexander Martin, and his stock has 
taken on a perceptible boom in consequence. 
Even in the city, which is acknowledged the 
headquarters of the Henry forces, some 
of the prominent fward workers are 
beginning to weaken upon their former boast- 
ful assertions. At the meeting of the City 
Central Committee last night it was very gen- 
erally admitted by the statesmen who dis- 
cussed the situation on the curb- 
stone, that Martin was gaining 
strength in some of the wards and that the’ 
Eighteenth and Twenty-fourth would be 
solid for him in the convention. Bets were 
freely offered that Henry would not be nomi- 
nated, but found no takers. The only wager of 
any consequence that was made was 
one of $100 even that Martin would poll within 
nity votes of a majority on the first ballot. 

From conversations of members of the Cen- 
tral Committee who are known to 
be strong Henry men, % # is in- 
ferred that in the event of Henry’s 
withdrawal from the race,an effort will be 
made to swing bis votes to Brace. The local 
managers of Martin’s campaign have heard 
reports to the same effect and are of the 
opinion thata trade has been consummated 
between Henry and Brace, but think 
that the former willbe unableto deliver the 
oods at the proper time. They say 
that with Henr out, Cobb, Rainwater 
and other infiuential men _ will sup- 
port Martin despite any arrangement which 
may be made to the contrary. With regard to 
the Kansas City delegation, they claim that a 
break would result in Martin securing at least 
one half of the Henry strength. 

The hhtest fight locally, is being 
made in the Eighteenth Ward 
where the City Administration influence 
is being exerted in behaif of Henry, and Geo. 
Castleman and Clem Creveling fare working 
industriously for Martin. The battle is prac- 
tically now for Martin. In the Twenty- 
fourt Martin has a sure thing, 
and in the Twentieth, one of the 
close wards, it is safe to assuine that Clay 
Sexton and Mike Sullivan will pull Henry out 
of the fire. A mistaken impression prevails 
that the Marmaduke influence is backing up 
Martin. In Saline Oounty, a Marmaduke 
stronghold, Col. Vincent Marmaduke and 
Leslie Marmaduke, brothers of the Governor, 
have their coats off for Henry and claim that 
they will carry the county for him. 

The sublime cheek of Secretary McGrath in 
claiming Lafayette County for Henry is much 
admire by Martin's friends, who very 
quietly had the county delegation 
instructed for their candidate. The 
Secretary is also ifle off in his calculations 
on Pettis County. G@erge Jackson,who heads 
the delegation, and wha@named the delegates, 
is a violent Martin mavw,and never dreamed 
of voting for Henry. 

REPUBLICAN CITY CENTRAL COMMITTEES. 
The status of the rival Republican City Cen- 
tral Committees will be definitely determined 
on Septemberl1 atthe meeting ofthe Repub- 
lican State Convention. That body will be 
called upon to decide between 
Mr. Filley and Mr. Grund, and 
the result is bound to make itself feit 
inaforciblemanner.

A well-known bear furnishes the following: 
‘*‘The customary estimates of the require- 
ments of wheat of Furopean importing coun- 
tries begin to make their appearance. The 
estimates are pure guess work, even as far as 
England and France are concerned, The low- 
est estimate of the English crop is 6,000,000 
quarters, or 48,000,000 bu. ,deducting seed. The 
French crop is estimated at 28,500,000 bushels. 
It is therefore stated that the requirements of 
both countries will be 60,000,000 bushels and 
50,000,000 bushels réspectively. England, 
however, carries over 20,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and wheat flour in store, and it Is 
estimated 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 busheis more 
in farmers’ hands. The estimate of the 


export surplus of Kussia is cut down to 40,000,- 


000 bushels. Taking out Chinaand the West 
Indies,the requirements of importing countries 


are placed at 271,000,000 butor the current 
year. If Europe can pappry the odd 71,000,000 
u, and it seems not unlikely, the other ex- 


porting countries of the world can probably do 


something towards filling up the other hole 
of 200,000,000 bushels. Last year the Govern- 


ment estimated the wheat crop of the world at 


2,110,000,000 bushels, and the consumption at 
2,165,000,000 bushels. This year the English, 
French, Russian and Australian crops are 


short, but the American crop is larger than last 


year, so that probably the same figures would 
not be far outofthe way. The deficiency be- 
tween the supply and the demand will have to 
be made up fromoldsupplies. The parties 
who estimated last year that the world couid 
not possibly produce enough wheat were rad- 
ically mistaken. This year the conditions 
appear nearly’ the same, although 
the supply is distributed  differently.’’ 
—-There was nothing very reassuring in the 
public cable statement this morning of ‘‘wet 
weatherin England,’’ especially after read- 
ing in the Mark Lane Express review 
that the weather for the past week had 
been unfavorable for grain crops.— 
lt is lucky that Indiais nota wheat-consum- 
ing country.

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FOREIGN JURISDICTION. 

The Court of Queen’s Bench in London 
set the 11th inst. for hearing argument on 
a motion to quash the verdict of $25,000 
damages awarded by a London jury to 
Cyrus FIELD against JAMES GORDON BEN- 
xETT for libel. The ground for the mo- 
tion is that the English courts had no 
jurisdiction of the case, both parties to it 
being citizens of the United States 
and having no domicile in England. 
The decision of the motion may adda 
new landmark tothe metes and bounds 
of international private law. The alleged 
libel was printed in the Herald in Mr. 
FIELD’s own city, but he brought suit in 
London,where the Court assumed jurisdic- 
tion of the case on the ground that the 
wrong was done there as well as in the 
United States, the Herald having a Lon- 
don office and circulation. 

If either party were domiciled in En- 
gland we presume the jurisdiction would 
not be questioned. A resident plaintiff 
would be entitled to the protection of the 
local courts, and a resident defendant 
being personally subject to their jurisdic- 
tion, their refusal to entertain the com- 
plaint of a non-resident plaintiff might 
be equivalent to a denial of justice. But 
where both are citizens and residents of a 
foreign city in which the cause of action 
originated, there may be more precedents 
than reasons for an assumption ofeEnglish 
jurisdiction over such a case. 

Where both parties are foreigners and 
non-residents jurisdiction has been exer- 
cised over torts committed in another 
country whose law did not treat as tortious 
the acts complained of. But the leaning 
6f modern authority is against such extra- 
territorial jurisdiction and inclines to 
uphold the local law as the proper rule of 
conduct in any locality, and the local 
courts as the proper tribunals to enforce 
that law when injured parties can have 
access to them. 

In the Field-Bennett case the London 
Court had no jurisdiction of Mr. BEN- 
NETT’S person or property, and could not 
enforce its judgment by collecting the 
$25,000. The verdict is worth to Mr. FIigrLp 
only its value as whitewash, and tends 
only to multiply litigation, extending the 
area within which wealthy men can harass 
with libel suits the publishers of widely 
circulated newspapers. If Mr. FIELD can 
use one cause of action against another 
New Yorker as ground for arraigning the 
laiter before the courts of a dozen differ- 
ent nations, he may get vérdicts for mill- 
ions without recovering 1 cent or prov- 
ing that he has at home a character which 
can be damaged.

MUNICIPAL OFFENDERS. 

A city or community is fortunate that 
demonstrates its willingness and ability to 
properly punish its official law-breakers. 
lt is a vicious and baleful public sentiment 
that would prescribe one law for a private 
citizen and another for the official, or 
that would punish the one and shield the 
other in the commission of the same of- 
fense. 

It required a vigorous and prolonged ef- 
forton the partof the law-abiding citi- 
zens of Philadelphia to break the power of 
the corrupt municipal ring which dom- 
inated that city for so many years, and 
to bring to justice offenders in 
high places. The courts of New 
York and Chicago have demonstrated 
theiy ability to send office-holding rascals 
to the Penitentiary despite the potent in- 
fluence of great wealth and powerful 
friends. In this respect St. Louis has 
failed to keep abreast of the other great 
cities of the country. In many things our 
city leads the van, and is conspicuous in 
some of the truest elements of municipal 
greatness, but this satisfactory record 
should be crowned and completed with the 
wholesome punishment of offenders in 
office, whether their offenses be small or 
great. The unmolested ballot-box stuf- 
fer walks the _ street hedged in 
with the  iron-clad immunity of 
judicial decisions; while indictments 
against city officials for drunkenness are 
regarded by some as unworthy of notice, 
and construed by others as certificates of 
character and greatness. St. Louis has 
yet to learn howto punish its rascals in 
office, but before this can be done a cer- 
tain kind of reform is necessary. The 
first step is to discredit and repudiate the 
notion that any sort of divinity hedges in 
and shields a municipal official so effectu- 
ally that his person is sacred from profane 
punishment when he violates and con- 
temns the criminal statutes which are de- 
signed by the law-making power for all 
classes of the community.

this vicious and lawless class. It should 
be the policy of this country to control 
with vigor and firmness the anarchists 
whom we have unfortunately acquired, 
and to prevent, as far as possible, any 
more importations from the foreign base 
of supply.

BLAINE were President, our dealing with 
Mexico would be more positive and ener- 
getic; but this is improbable. The vigor 
of Mr. Buarne’s foreign policy has gener- 
ally lain in the direction of preliminary 
trumpeting.

Smith’s Performance at Youngstown and the 
Conditions of the Race. 


Itis hardly probable that George Smith’s 
performance at Youngstown will go on record. 
The race wasrun onthe Fair grounds track, 
and asSmith was giving Volkes two yards 
start in 150, he and his backers were very care- 
ful to have the course full distance. It was 
accurately measured by competent persons, 
as Smith did not wantto give Volkes one inch 


the best ofthe eonditions Volkes is a Shef- 
field handicap winner, having captured one of 
these great events some time after Smith vis- 
ited England and added Sheftield laurels to his 
wreath. Smith’s time was 144s. 

There was little betting on the event, Smith 
being agreat favorite. The hitch will probably 
come inastothe timing, though the gentie- 
men who acted in this capacity were disinter- 
ested, and presumably reliable. The race was 
run on its merits, and 80 anxious were both 
men about being protected bv competent offi- 
cials that they sent to Philadelphia for George 
Turner to act as pistol firer, and he came on 
and officiated. ’ 

The world’s record for 150 yards is 15 sec- 
onds, unless Smith’s performance is accepted. 
In addition to Westhill, W. P. Phillips ran the 
distance in 15 seconds at London on May 22, 
1880. At grote te March 19, 18584, Hi. 
Lowe just equalled this performance. At 
Providence, RK. 1I., December 20, 1869, George 
Forbes, now owner and driver of the cele- 
brated trotting horse Oliver K., made the 
American record of 15 seconds. H. M. John- 
son just tied this performance at Titusville 
on October 18, 1883. Volkeshas been running 
through the Shenandoah Vailey as Fred Hirst 
forsome time. He defeated Rodgers there a 
short time since. Messrs. Price and Williams 
of Youngstown backed him against Smith on 
Saturday.

BAD LITERATURE, 


Special Agent MeAfee Finds it Increasing in 
Vileness and Quantity. 


‘*T have never seen in all my work forthe 
Society for the Suppression of Vice so much 
nastiness as has come under my notice in the 
last three months,’’ said Agent McAfee this 
morning. ‘‘Formerly there were works of 
standard filth and vile dodges of various 
kinds, but these have been en- 
tirely thrown in the shade by 
the new nastiness I now find 


in circulation. I located the other day in Ilna- 
diana a headquarters of distribution for a 
edad eapage book which is being sentthrough 
the mails. In addition I bave three books en- 
tirely unsurpassed in the history of bad liter- 
ature for the unadulterated and inexcusable 
filth of their contents. They came into wy 
possession moon A and I shall soon, I think, be 
able to provide a _ residence for the 
publishers acd distributors. I cannot say 
wherethey are published, but they are alto- 
gether too easy to get. The title pages say 
they are published twoin New York and one 
in Jerusalem, but that is not correct. The 
West produces more of this filth than the East. 
Some really able men have given themselves 
up to its preparation and dissemipation.’’ 

‘*What positions do such men occupy?’’ 

‘*Strangely enough, in many cases they are 
preachers and men of professed godliness. 
They are men whose morals have gone to seed. 
They think and taiks0 much about morality 
and goodness that they grow to think secretly 
about the other side of the question, and it’s 
the old story—first abhorrence, then pity, and 
then they take a dive inthe dirty water them- 
seives. Afterthat they get to splashing the 
slime, and do it more artistically, and with 
more dainage than the men who were raised 
doing nothing else, At Cincinnati the other 
day we convicted a man for sending a circular 
through the mails advertisiug a lst of books 
published by himself. he was given five years 
in the penitentiary. He is a man of real 
ability, capable of making a reputation in 
xood literature, but he chose to out-Swinburne 
Swinburne.’’ 

‘‘Is ‘Laus Veneris’ interdicted “by the so- 
ciety?’’ 

“No, we have never paid any attention tothat 
class of matter. Itis difficult toreach. It is 
not nastiness in the open flush. The ‘Hont 
soit’ motto is applied to it by those who would 

yass judicially upon such works. Yet, Swin- 
Cases in his own forin ia bad enough. Young 
Thompson of Kansas City, who killed himself 
and young wife in New York, was a 
victim of that poet. I have seen a 
letter written by Thompson’s room-mate 
toafriend. Hesaysthat he ana Thompson 
had been for several months before the mar- 
riage reading Swinburne, andthe latter had 
become thoroughly cracked. He frequently 
told this friend that his only ambition was to 
be really loved onceand thendie. He saidif 
he was sure that he was loved be would kill 
himself. Ana he did. That is the explanation of 
what has so long been a mysiery. He was 
made insane by vile literature. We cannot 
suppress ail that stuff, but when the stuff gets 
ia bed as this —— and this ——, we can and do 
suppress it.

Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and New York are the centers, 
but there is no city in the country that equais 
St. Louis in the number of these aileged 
pbysicians who pubiish marriage guides, and 
stuff of that description a demoraliz- 
ing influences under a garb of aileged scien- 
tificinformation. More evil medicines are ad- 
vertised for sale in St. Louis, 
drugs, etc. We have arrested more of those 
people here than anywhere else in the coun- 
try. Itis not the worst part of this that these 
advertisers do not send the medicines or the 
information they offer for sale, 

‘*The fondness for this class of matterand the 
peculiar bent of mind which inclines a man to 
search after nastiness, is akin to that epecies 
of insanity that induces & man to make an in- 
decent exposure of himself. Itis insanity ofa 
kind, but, fortunately, the courts have not 
been bothered by pleadings of that sort.’’ 


NO OBSTRUCTION, 


Judge Cady Decides That Bessehl’s Dlumi- 
nated Sign Can Continue to Swing. 


Emil H. Bessehl, the saloon-keeper, was be- 
fore Judge Cady this morting on a charge of 
obstructing the street, the case against him 
having been brougbt by Gen. Turner of 
the Street Department. lo front of 
Mr. Bessebl’s saloon on Broadway 


is a larce illuminated sign between the second 
and third stories just onaline with the tele- 
phone and electric light wires which puss 
along the street. Asthe sign interfered with 
the wires, Mr. Bessehl was requested to 
lower it, but refused to do s80 
and complaint was then lodged 
avainst him of obstructing the street. Under 
the law no obstructionof any kind is allowed 
to extend in front of a building over eighteen 
inches at a height of less than twelve 
feet from the pavement, but as this 
sign is far above that height it does 
not come under the law. <An illum- 


jinated sign placed at sufficient height 


may extend any distance out, but it must be 
keptlighted. Ifitis not lighted it is an ob- 
struction. Mr. Murray of the Street Depart- 
ment testified in court this morning to the 
ane of the sign, the distance it extends out 
and to the manner in which it obstructs the 
telephone and electric light wires. 
In order to make out a case of obstruction, the 
city endeavored to prove by a police officer 
that the sign was not kept lighted. The ofticer 
testified that at times it was not lighted,but he 
eouid specify no particular date 
as he had tdken no particular notice, 
and he could not say whether the 
sign was lighted on the day specified in the 
charge July 22. Judge Cady said the object 
seemed to be to make Mr. Besseh!l move his 
sign for the benefit of the corporations own- 
ing these wires. A private individual had as 
much right to the streets as a corporation, 
and there had been no case made out against 
— defendant. He would therefore discharge 
im.

| tage | woman, in black, who held an infanta 
few dave old. The woman was weeping. 

This is the ‘child,’’ said the man, ‘‘andI 
will give you $10 a month in advance for taking 
care of it.’’ Then he directed his companion 
to hand the baby to Mrs. Doxy. Before 
obeying, the woman kissed the tiny pink face 
many times and showered tears upon it. Then 
the man said: ‘Well, Katie, you must say 
€00U-bye for the last time, as you will have to 
swear in court that you don’t know where the 
child is.’’ Katie slowly passed the 
infant into Mrs. Doxy’s arms, saying, ‘‘Be 
g00d to my baby.’’ rs. Doxy rode home in 
& carriage provided by the lawyer. The paper 
contained careful directions for the care of 
the child, specifying certain remedies to be 
used in the event of sickness. From the first 
the girl was sickly, and on Sunday she died of 
cholera infantum. Mrs. Doxy has no clew of 
the child's friends and does noteven know 
the name ofthe lawyer. She asked that her 
own name be given to the baby in the official 
documents, but Dr. Nagle registered the little 
Stranger as ‘‘Katie arsh.’’ Mrs. Doxy 
was much attached to the infant, and 
offered to defray the expenses of burying it. 
The medicine boxes left by Mr. ‘‘Marsh’’ with 
Mrs. Doxy bear the label of David Hays & 
Son, apothecaries, at No. 443 Fifth avenve, 
and showed that the box had been prepared 
onthe prescription of Dr. J. 8. Knapp of 55 
West Fortieth street. Mrs. Doxy has no clew 
to the identity of ‘‘Marsh’’ orthe young wo- 
man, but from a word dropped during the in- 
terview atthe depot she inferred that both 
parties were from New Haven.

Under Sealed Orders. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., August 10.—A rumor 
was current here last night to the effect that 
troops and warvessels are being massed on 
the Mexican border. Officials of the War and 


Navy Departments were seen by your cor- 
respondent this morning and asked as to the 
truth of therumor. They all denied that any- 
thing in the nature of hostile demonstrations 
have yet been contemplated, but decline 
to divulge the nature of sealed orders of the 
Gaiena, which put to sea last week, her desti- 
nation being unknown, An oid diplomatic 
officer of the Government said to-day: ‘‘We 
have really come to the end of our rope 
in the Cutting case. The Secretary 
of State has demanded his re- 
lease and the Mexican Government 
has practically told us to gotothe devil. It is 
my firm opinion that Cutting will be hanged or 
shot before he will be released. They will, of 
course, claim that he tried to escape. I know 
the Mexican character and feei certain that 
some excuse for ridding the country ofdim 
will be found.’’ 

What will be done next? ‘‘Ido not see that 
anything can be done by this Government un- 
til Congress meets again. The President is 
absolutely powerless. The Secretary of State 
has demanded the release of Cutting 
and the Mexican Government has 
declined to comply with the demand. 
The Constitution provides that only 
Congress shall declare war, and while it is 
within the province of the President to mass 
troops fora hostile demonstration—and the 
Mexicans know this as well as we—unless 
some action is taken toward enforcing the 
demand for Cutting’s release, he willin all 

robability remain in prison, unless he is 

nged in the meantime.’’ 


Military Movements Against Mexico. 


New YorkK, August 10.—A Washington dis- 
patch to the Sun says: There are some 
rumors about townof impending naval and 
military movements against Mexico, but they 
cannot as yet be construed into anything 
definite or startling. They may be, perhaps, 
indicative of a determination on the part of 
the Governmentto be forehanded and pre- 
pared for an emergency. The Galena was 
ordered to the Guif last week, and this action 
certainly does give rise to much comment in 
army, navy and political circles, it being 
considered an extraordinar proceeding 
in time of peace. The Vandalia and Juniata 
were ordered to Valparaiso last Friday, and 
itis whispered by the knowing ones thatit 
would not be eg Seay J if these ships, when 
they stop at Key West for supplies, should be 
intercepted there by dispatches directing their 
course tothe Guif. As toour other available 
naval material there are three or four ships at 
Portiand that might be ordered off in a 
similar way, but it is not believed 
that they have been as yet. As for troops, 
there are now between 4,000 and 5,000 soldiers 
inthe Southwestern Territories which could 
be easily marched to the Mexican frontier, 
but if any such movement were contemplated, 
it would probably be directed by sealed orders, 
unless the purpose of the Government were to 
overawe and frighten Mexico. But no public 
orders have been issued, and if there are any 
sealed orders enroute the War Department 
will, of course, keep them secret.

Additional Evidence Found in the Easton 
' Avenue Vault Mystery. | 
The investigation of the Easton avenue mys- 


hour this morning resulted in the dis- 
covery of more human bones in the 
vault, rear of No. 8838. Yesterday after- 
noon Coroner Nidelet visited the sceng and 
on examining the bones already found con- 
firmed Dr. Kirchner’s opinion and pronounced 
the bones those ofa human being. The Coroner 
then ordered the vault cleaned, and when told 
how the work had been unaccountably 
discontinued before completion he requested 
Sergt. Keeble to have the vault cleaned. Offi- 
cer Gillespie was detailed to E. Doepke’s 
house, on Carr street, with instructions to 
have him resume work atthe city’s expense. 
In the meantime Anton Huber was questioned. 
He told his story about notifying Joe 
Masserang, the proprietor of the saloon and 
the landlord, who ridiculed the suggestion 
that the vault contained a man’s body. Huber 
stated that after the first bones were taken up 
he had looked down in the vault with 
his son-in-law, who held a light, and 
had seen the outline of a man’s head and 
shoulder, which he believed was immersed in 
the flith, This mistake was easily explained. 
He probably saw the reflection of his own or 
hig son-in-law’s face. When ,Masserang’s 
rooms were visited the Ooroner was ise 
formed that the landlord and his 
wife had gone ont riding, which was 
thought remarkable as they had been 
told that the Coroner would call during the 
afternoon. Officer Gillespie returned and re- 
orted that Doepke, the vault-cleaner,refused 
oO clean the vault, stating that he would not 
contract to do any work until he had entirely 
recovered. When Masserang returned he said 
that he would have the vault cleaned to satisfy 
the neighbors’ suspicions, and sent word to 
Doepke, who immediately sent men out to do 
the work. At anearly hourthis morning an 
oid belt, a pocket-book, someribs, four arm 
bones anda partof a man’s backbone were 
found. 

EARLY THIS MORNING A HUMAN SKULL 
was brought up from the vault and placed with 
the other evidence in the case. The skull was 
probably that of an old man, as the front up- 
per teeth are decayed. The bones show a red 
discoloration at the back of the skull, such 
as if produced by a blow with some 
hard instrument. The skull could not be 
closely examined to-day. With the other 
bones it will be forwarded to the Coroner this 
evening. All the bones and clothing will be 
cleansed and prepared for examination and 
investigation. t is expected that 
the clothing will be identified when 
exhibited. To-day a report reached Capt. 
Fruchte at the Fifth District Police Station that 
about a year ago an old man living in the ex- 
treme western part of the city mysteriously 
disappeared. The gentleman who gave the in- 
formation could not remember the locality 
more definitely than stated, nor the names 
of the parties, though the cir- 
cumstances were still fresh in his 
memory. The old man bad been employed in 
the West End near Cote Brilliante and started 
totownto buy some new clothes. He drew 
$100 from his employer to make these and 
other purchases. Since then nothing had 
been heard from him: 

On hearing these facts Capt. Fruchte or- 
dered his men to make general inquiry for 
such a case in the western end of the city. No 
such case had been reported atthe Fifth Dis- 
trict Station. 

A PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCE 
pointing toward foul playis the fact that the 
clothes were off the bones, and that while 
the latter were denuded of flesh by the lime 
which had been thrown into the vault the 
clothes were preserved intact. This leads the 
police to the conclusion that the body was not 
clothed when it was thrown or fell into the 
vault, 
THE INQUEST. 

‘ Coroner Nidelet is awaiting the result of this 
inquiry and the publication of the above facts 
before beginning the inquest. The unusual 
features about the Case are that Doepke 
should have discontinued the work of clean- 
ing the vault before the completion of the 
work, and that Masserang shouid 
have consented to this failure 
to carry on the contract after the matter was 
repeatedly called to his attention by his ten- 
ants and neighbors, who eontinued to discuss 
the matter. Even aiter a physician had ex- 
amined the bones brought up the neighbors 
and pronounced them human ‘basies Masser- 
ang showed no desire to clear up the mystery. 
Th police believe that this may 
have been an ignorant conclusion as Masser- 
ang,though innocent of any guilty knowledzce, 
may have feared causing any further talk 
about his house. No matter what his knowl- 
edge is his conduct has had the 
opposite effect, and his reluctance in 
causing aprompt and full investigation has 
caused more taik than ail the subsequent dis- 
coveries. The police have furnished the Coro- 
oner with the names of all the witnesses 
for the inquest, which properly should at least 
be begun at once. 


NORA’S KNIFE, 


Held for Using It Viciously on Norma

Stubborn Fight of Factory Hands—The 
Grand Trunk Switchmen. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., August 10.—Several weeks 
ago the Augusta factory hands struck for an 
advance of wages. They numbered 600. Since 
that time there has been much correspondence 
between the Knights of Labor and the pro- 
prietors. The strike was sustained by the 
other factories. To offset this organiza- 
tion the six cotton-mill Presidents organized 
for protection against the Knights, and 
yesterday decided = that the quick- 
est and best way to settle ali troubles 
at the mills was to notify the operatives 
that unless the strikers inthe Augusta fac- 
tory returned to work. this morning ail the 
mills inthe city would be shut down. The 
Knights of Labor regard the action-af the mill 
Presidents as a lock-out and will do the best 
they can. The Augusta Factory operatives 
have decided not to go back at tbe old rates. 
The mills will therefore be shut down to-day 
and 4,600 men will be idle this week. 


The Grand Trunk Switchmen. 


CHICAGO, August 10.—Trouble is brewing be- 
tween the Grand Trunk authorities and their 
switchmen, During the recent troubles, a 
man named Beyer, in the employ of the Lake 


Shore road, had a quarrel with one Hurnett, a 
Grand Trunk switciman,in which the latter 
was shot by the former. The Lake Shore peo- 
ple requested permits to discharge on the 
ground that they provoked the quarrel and 
their request was promptly complied with. 
Atthe preliminary hearing of the case before a 
Town of Lake justice, Hurnett was exonerat- 
edfrom blame and Beyer was held to the 
Criminal Court. The Switchmen’s Union now 
demand the reinstatement of Hurnett, threat- 
ening to strike if refused.

MICHAEL DAVITT. - 


THE -DISTINGUISHED IRISHMAN’S ARDU- 
OUS CAMPAIGN IN AMERICA.

The World’s Gladstone Testimonial —A 
Sketch of the Chicago Delegates—The 
Recent Defeat of Home Rule—The Tory 
Appeal to Religious Bigetry—American 
Sympathy for Ireland—Lord Rosebery as 
Gladstone’s Successor. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, August 10.—Michael Davitt spent 
yesterday quietly visiting friends and shun- 
ning the gaze of the public. He is suffering 
from insomnia induced by his arduous labors 
during the recent political campaign in Great 
Britain, when, on every week day for three 
weeks, he spoke at least three times and oc- 
casionally five times, having made more than 
sixty speeches without rest. His nervous sys- 
tem became shattered and he needs rest. But, 
as he remarks, his friends in America are 80 
hospitable that he has about made up his 
mind to defer all thoughts of rest until his re- 
turn to Ireland, which will probably be about 
the Ist of November. His campaign 
in America will be almost as arduous as that 
in Great Britain. Already telegrams and let- 
ters inviting him to visit towns and cities all 
over the Union are pouring in upon him. 
None will be accepted until after the Conven- 
tion of the Irish National League at Chicago 
onthe 18th and 19th insts. Mr. Davitt will 
probably leave for Chicago next Friday. He 
goes there in compliance with his acceptance 
of an invitation extended to him six weeks ago 
by Patrick Egan, in bebalf of the United Irish 
Societies of Chicago. The meeting will take 
place in Ogden’s Grove next Saturday after- 
noon, and will be one of the largest ever held 
in America. Thatit will be enthusiastic goes 
without saying. After the convention he will 
visit some friends in the Western States, 
arfd then will gradually come east, 
speaking in behalf of Ireland in the 
principal cities. Unless some political crisis 
shall arise in Great Britain, he will not leave 


this country until November 1. This is his 
fourth visit tothis country. Mr. Davitt was 
seen by the correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH yesterday afternoon. He was very in- 
dignant over a pretended interview published 
in a New York paper yesterday morning, and 
said that

inthe article was the last one which said he 
was going to attend the Chicago convention. 
He ‘denied having had suchan interview. 
‘‘That being so, Mr. Davitt, will you be kind 
enough to communicate to the people of the 
United States through the OST.DISPATCH 
your views upon the Jrish question?’’ 

‘*] ghall be pleased to do s0.’’ Apropos 
of the. WoORLD’S Gladstone  testimon- 
ial, I will say here that it has been defin- 
itely decided that the grand old man will visit 
Ireland in October. At Dublin the grandest 
welcome will be given him which any man 
not of Lrish race ever received. The freedom 
of the city has already been given him. 
Among the festivities will be a public banquet 
at which he will make one of his speeches,’’ 

‘‘Are the three delegates—Messrs. O’Brien, 
Redmond and Deasy—who are now on their 
way to the convention at Chicago, representa- 
tive men?’’ 

‘*In every respect. Wm. O’Brien, the chatr- 
man of the delegation, is the editor 
of United Ireland and a jour- 
nalist and orator of pre-eminent 
ability.

His defeat 
by a Conservative makes the supporters of 
Parnell less numerically in this Parliament 
than inthe last. He is of slight and intellec- 
tual build, fair naired and blue-eved. John 
Redmond is the Member for New Ross in the 
county of Wexford in the new Pariiament, 
and has been amember of Parliament forthe 
last five years. Heis a gentieman of wealth 
and his name is one of the oldest 
in the county. His father represented the 
county in Parliament for many years. 
Although only 382 years old he has a repu- 
tation as 

ONE OF THE MOST ELOQUENT ORATORS 
in Ireland. John Deasy is a Member of Parlia- 
ment from West Mayo. In the last two Par- 
liaments he was Mr. Parnell’s colleague from 
Cork. He is about the same age as Mr. 
Redmond, and is studying law with a view to 
becoming a barrister.’’ 

‘‘What was the main factor contributing to 
the defeat of the home rule movemeunt at the 
recent election in Great Britain?’’ 

‘‘The appeal made by the. Tories and 
Unionists to religious bigotry. This stirred 
up the passions of the dissenters by crying 
that the Protestant religion owas in 
danger if Ireland should gain home 
rule and the Church of England 
people were frightened by the oldcry ‘The 
church isin danger.’ ‘No popery’ was effec- 
tive in England 200 years ago during William of 
Orange’s time, and recent events have dem- 
onstrated that even the intelligence and pro- 
gress of the nineteenth century has not de- 
stroyed its influence. Nevertheless it will 
never be so effectual again.’’ 

‘‘Some persons—notably Henry Labouchere, 
in London Truth—have claimed that the ardent 
and practical sympathy displayed toward 
Ireland in the United States has tended to 
injure her cause in England. How is that?’’ 

**That is not true. he sympathy of Amer- 
icans has helped Ireland more than anything 
else. Without the money which Americans— 
notonly Lrish-Americans but Americans of 
almost every descent—have contributed, we 
could have elected but a few members of Par - 
liament. The English people have been greatly 
impressed by the strong friendship for lrelaad 
manifested in America. It has hac an im- 
mense moral effect. Nothing makes the aver- 
age Englishman respect another so much as to 
see him have friends and money. Ireland 
has had both in America, and has 
reaped immense advantagethereby. We have 
never lacked for money in any of our cam- 
paigns since the American press and people 
took up our cause.’’ 

‘‘If Mr. Gladstone should retire who would 
be his successor?’’ 

‘‘I do not believe he will retire at present. 
He is stilla very vigorous man, and his heart 
and soul arein this work. Ilook to see him 
lead for along time yet. If he should retire 1 
believe the Eari of Rosebery will be his guc- 
cessor.

DESTROYED BY FIRE, 


Two Slaughter-Houses Reduced to Ashes— 
Narrow Escape of the Owners. 


Louis Schaefer’s slaughter-house, rear of 
No. 3917 to 3921 Garfield avenue, was destroyed 
by fire at 9 o0’clock last night. The hJaze origi- 
natedin Schaefer’s slaughter-house which was 
completely burned with alot of dressed beef 
and mutton, and about twenty sheep in the 
pens. It next extended to John P. Huber’s 
place, rear of Nos. 3909 to 3905. His slaughter- 
house and stables like his neighbor’s were 


constructed entirely of frame, and were de- 
stroyed. In an attempt to rescue & new 
wagon from one of the sheds Mr. Huber 
was seriously burned about the face 
andarms. Héinhaled the hot smoke and 
feil unconscious near the stable, but was res- 
cued by some ofthe neighbors. In an attempt 
to remove the beef from his slaughter-house 
Schaefer was also burned about the face and 
arms. A physician was calied and attended 
bothmen. A fine milch cow was burned to 
death in Huber’s stables. The fire then spread 
tothe buildings rear of A. Ockel’s salogn, 
Nos. 3901 and 3908 Garfield avenue, but by the 
efforts of Fire Companies, Nos. 4and17 and 
Chemical Engines, Nos, 4 and 5 which 
responded to the. alarmn from 
box 515 the flames were checked here. 
The slaughter-houses were saturated with 
greene and burned rapidly. Mr, Schae/er’s loss 
s about $6,000, partiy insured in the St. Louis 
Mutual InsuranceCompany. Mr. Huber’s loss 
of $3,000 is covered by a policy in the Wash- 
ington Mutual. Mr, Ockel’s loss, about $500, 
igs covered by insurance. Emil Grier, & car- 

nter, who was bifilding an addition to 
chaefer’s slaughter-house, lost his tools and 
ecaffoiding.

BRUTAL BATTLES. 


THE WAR ON THE POLICE AT BELFAST 
RENEWED THIS MORNING. 


Both Parties Well Provided With Ammunition 
—The Fighting Carried on With the Cool 
Ferocity of a Military Campaign—The 
Number of Killed and Wounded Not As- 
certained—Diplomatic Curiosity Regard- 
ing the Gastein Meeting—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, August 10.—It is impossible to ex- 
aggerate the brutality which has characterized 
the Belfast riots. Both parties are well pro- 
vided with arms and ammunition. The at- 
tacks upon each other are conducted with the 
cool ferocity of a military campaign, 
with rather more. reckless, sporadic 
Savagery than in common riots. When the 
mobs meet there is perfect fusillade of bot- 
ties, brick-bats, stones and every conceiv- 
able kind of missile. In many cases iron 
bolts are thrown with deadly effect. Fora 
time the ammunition on both sides was ex- 
hausted, but was fully renewed yesterday. 

*‘One engagemént,’’ writes a special cor 
respendent on the spot, ‘‘was conducted 
with the most deliberate precision, Nation- 
alists had possession of a field underthe shade 
of some trees, from which they made targets 
of their Protestant fellows while the latter 
occupied an embrasure on the opposite side 
of the road, in which they lay down and took 
aim with extraordinary coolness. 

GUNS AND REVOLVERS WERE FIRED 

for hours. Itis believed that the record of 
the killed and wounded will never be known. 
At one time last night several prostrate bodies 
could not be removed owing to precision of the 
fire.’’ At Sprivgfield sixty persons were shot. 
Among the workmen in Belfast it is the gen- 

eral belief that the police acted unwisely in 
causing 80 many deaths. The constabulary 
are thoroughly worn out. A telegram sent to 
the Irish Executive at Dublin, yesterday, 
announces that the armed police 
are completely done up and requests 
that the military should be sent 
to filltheir place. Over twelve hundred men, 
of allarms, reached Belfast yesterday. The 
Times says: ‘‘Hicks Beach must know that it 
is his duty to put down the disturbances if he 
has to give marching orders to every available 
regiment in the Queen’s army.’’ 

THE GASTEIN MEETING. 

In diplomatic circles here the greatest curi- 
osity is felt concerning the imperial meeting 
at Gastein. The first signiticant feature is the 
apparent collapse of the triple alliance as 
shown by the factthat, while Bismarck and 
Kalnoky were closeted together, the Russian 
Premier De Giers, who arrived in Berlin last 
night alone from St. Petersburg, 
goes to-day to Franzenbad, ‘‘to take 
the waters and on matters connected with 
family affairs.’’ The second feature is 
the presence of Herbert Bismarck, presum- 
ably to sign adocument, to which signature 
Continental opinion mostly regards the meet- 
ing as an assurance of peace. I 
have received from an eminent 
continental . publicist, who is personally 
acquainted with all the great actors: ofthe 
diplomatic drama, and whose previous works 
are authorities on the subject,who is now pre- 
paring to issue another account of the Balkan 
Peninsula, aletterin which he begs that the 
publication may be hastened as a private Cis- 
patch from Russia assures him an outbreak is 
imminent.

TEMPORARY QUIET. 

Lonpon, August 10.—A special correspond 
ent of the Central News at Belfast telegraphs 
that temporary quiet has been restored there, 
thanks to the tactical distribution of military 
forces. The persons wounded in the riots 
are making fair progress toward recovery, 
except Inspector Bull of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, whois dying. Inquests are being 
held onthe bodies of those killed, and the 
funerals of some of the victims will be held 
to-day. 

A DESPERATE RIOT IN SPRINGFIELD. 

Noon.—A report has been received here that 
a desperate riot took place this morning in 
Springfieid, Belfast.

FIERCE FLAMES, 


The Forest Fires in Wisconsin Extending 
—Several Villages Destroyed. 


MILWAUKEE, August 10.—It is reported from 
Green Bay thatthe village of Bug Suamico is 
so beset by fire that the people have sent 4 re- 
guest for a steamer to take them to Green 
Bay. About a hundred gathered at tLe river's 
mouth to await the arrival of the steamer. 
The fires in the Oneida Reservation swept 
northeastward through the town of Law- 
rence, burning twenty-five dwelling-houses 
and Williamson’s saw-mill. The flames are 
reported to be moving toward Nicollet. The 
Chicago & Northwestern track at Pensukee is 
reported burned, and there is a rumor that 
the village is being destroyed, Railroad traf- 
fic was obstructed by the fire. 


Timely Rain. 


MARQUETTE, Mich., August 10.—A light 
shower fell early this morning, cooling the at- 
mosphere and subduing the forest fires some- 
what. The fires are burning flercest north of 
the city. No damage has yet been done except 
in the basaing of the slaughter-house, the loss 
on which is very light. At the works of the 
Lake Superior Powder Company, two miles 
north of this city, men have been fighting fire 
all night with success. There is no danger of 
the fire reaching the city at present. West- 
ward from here, along the Marquette, Hougn- 
ton & Ontonagon Railroad, there are occasional 
brush fires, but no more tothe east of here. 
Along the line of the Detroit, Marquette & 
Mackinaw Railroad the fires are not so flerce 
as yesterday. Uniessa strong wind springs 
up there will be no further danger. The fires 
here were mostly among the underbrush and 
did not cause much damage. 


Death of Ex-Gov. Stevenson. 


CINCINNATI, O., August 10.—Ex-Gov. John 
W. Stevenson of Kentucky died this morning 
at his home in Covington, Ky. He was taken ill 
while attending a church meeting at Sewanee, 
Tenn., and was,brought home yesterday 
morning. His death was unexpected. De- 
ceased, besides serving us Governor of Ken- 
tucky, had held the position of Representa- 
tive 4 Congress and of United States Sena- 
tor. He presided irthe National Democratic 
Convention in this city in 1880, when Gen, 
Hancock was nominated for President. He

VICTIMS, OF DROUTH. 


The Sad Tale of Suffering Told by a Fam- 
ily from Texas. 


A woman carrying ababy in herarms and fol- 
lowed by two little children about 4 years of 
age came into the Mayor's 
office this morning and 
accosted Sergt. McGrew 
She said she was Mrs. G. 
W. Brockway and that 
her husband, who was 
seeing to their baggage a° 
the Union Depot, would 
be in soon to see the 
Mayor. Pending the ar- 
rival of the husband the 
# lady told her story. She 
/ and her husband were na- 
tives of Ashtabula Coun- 


ty, Ohio, and had lived 
d near the town of 
Warren. Mrs. Brockway is a graduate of 
Oberlin Seminary in that State, and her hus- 
band also has a good education audis & Man 
of intelligence. A year ago this month they 
bought 160 acres of land in Taylor County, 
Texas, and removed to that State to cul- 
tivate the newly acquired property. Tay- 
lor County is in the south- 
western part of the State, and the 
Brockway farm was located about forty miles 
south of Avilene. Arriving at the piace the 
husband immediately began preparations for 
planting. On the 19th of last September, 
nearly one yearago, it rained in Taylor Coun- 
ty, since which time not a drop of water has 
fallenin that section of the country. The 
planted crop showed its head above the 
yround, but burned to dust before it was an 
inch tall. It was with greatest difficulty that 
water was procured for the use of the people. 
The stock either died or wandered to the river 
where they remained. In the town of Abilene 
drinking water sold for 10 cents a bucket, a 
price it has steadily held for months. The 
quality of the water was very infer too, 
having a slimy feeling and a repulsiv@ taste. 
Cornmeal was a luxury, and the only other 
article of food within the reach of the poor 
settlers were prairie dogs. The littie baby 
that tne lady carried in herarmsshe was un- 
able to afford sustenance. At last, worn out 
with waiting and praying for rain, the com- 
munity decided to leave the country anda 
general emigration is taking place. Thirty 
families leftthe section on the same day that 
the Brockway family started. The Mayor of 
Dallas assisted them on their various ways. 

When the lady had finished her story Mr. 
Brockway, the husband, came into the office 
and exhibited a letter from the Mayor of Dal- 
las corroborating their story. Mr. Brockway 
saidthathe regarded the money paid for the 
Texas farm, which was the savings of some 
years, as entirely lost. When he left the farm 
the house and its contents had been aban- 
doned. He would have likedto sell his house- 
hold goods, but there was no money among the 
neighborsto buy. Ali his own had long since 
been exhausted, and as the transporta- 
tion of his family was a mat- 
ter of charity he of course could not 
carry his household effects on the same 
terms. Mr. Brockway says the drouth em.- 
braces severai counties, including Taylor, 
Nolan, Runnels and Tom Green. Some aid 
has been sent tothe inhabitants by the State 
government, butasit came inthe shape of 
ees it was more of a mockery than a re-

He Is Made Secretary of the Mullanphy 
Board—Yesterday’s Meeting. 


The Mullanphy Board held aregular monthly 
meeting last evening.
